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For Whom TV Tolls 


Ed Sullivan, TV’s indestructible Sunday night giant, 
recently made a very interesting comment on the future of toll 
television. He said that if he were offered a lucrative deal on 
toll TV he would gladly kiss the free telewaves goodbye. for 
good. This could be a sign of the times. | 

Toll TV operates on the principle of a telemeter or simply 
bills the viewer for each program viewed. Pro arguments say 
that the bigger money gained this way would enable producers 
to put on bigger and better quality shows. With Sullivan’s com- 
ment, it looks like the bigger names in free TV might see these 
points and leave for the other side of the pasture. 

Telemovies, one toll system, has been piping first run 
major studio films into Bartlesville, Okla. homes for over a 
month now. The populace of this little town has taken to the 
pay-as-you-see system very well, but chances are the thing is 
more a novelty to them than anything. 

Disadvantages of toll TV are many. Payment for viewing 
films can’t be on an individual basis; folks must pay for a group 
of viewers instead. This makes viewing an expensive item for 
the individual, who might have to haul out four or five dollars 
to see a film he would now see for a buck. We don’t think the 
American public will go this route very often in one week. 

The real danger of toll TV is the monopoly on entertainment 
and sports that it could very well achieve. There could come a 
time when all the major studios, top teams, and biggest enter- 
tainers would be tied up by TV contracts. Free TV knows this 
and fears this. One San Francisco station is now advertising 
itself as “free TV.” 

We feel that Telemovies, Skiatron, and the other toll cor- 
porations are creating a Frankenstein monster with their pay- 
TV plans. We wouldn’t feel a bit sorry if the monster destroyed 
the creator.

Cat, Few Good Actors 


Save MPC 


“Triad '57"

An inquisitive cat and a hand- 
ful of exceptional performances 
saved last Eriday night’s presenta- 
tion of the MPC drama depart- 
ment’s “Triad ’57” from being an 
evening of lacklustre theatre. 

Early in the first play, Sean 
O’Casey’s “A Pound on Demand,” 
the stray cat wandered across the 
Irish post office setting and pro- 
vided one of the few genuine mo- 
ments of humor in the production. 

We question the choice of the 
O’Casey dialect play to lead the 
Triad. The farcial drama deals with 
the efforts of a drunk and his pal 
to get a pound to finance their eve- 
ning of drink. It probably was not 
clear to the audience members un- 
familiar with Irish custom that 
money can be had at post offices 
by signing a sort of money order. 

Dan Harrington, as the drunk’s 
buddy, had good command of his 
brogue and impressed in the role. 
On the other hand, Jim Lewis, 
saddled with a difficult part, seemed 
self-conscious as the drunk and did 
not always score. Mary Oxley 
came through on a par with her ex- 
pert mannerisms, but fumbled with 
her dialect at times, making several 
of her laugh lines inaudible. -‘Sup- 
port by Deanie Face and Rene 
Marfull was adequate. 

“Pound” seemed to suffer from 
a lack of tautness, lagging rather 
sadly in the closing moments. Per- 
haps director Morgan Stock was at 
fault by not concentrating on the 
individual characters. 

Thornton Wilder’s “Happy Jour- 
ney,’ from the same pot as his 
famed “Our Town,” with regard to 
execution, was more satisfying, 
owing to a number of well-modu- 
lated stints by the actors. Plot re- 
volves around. a family on a daffy 
motor trip and switches moods 
abruptly to wind on a serious note. 

Standout mark in “Journey” was 
made by Sue Sickafoose. She has 
an expressive face that shows well, 
even though made up heavily for 
the role of the mother, and should 
be kept in mind for leads in future 
productions. Her vocal inflections 
and stage presence were excellent. 
Bill Laudner, Bill Guzules, Terry 
Donner, Minnie Dexter, and Jim 
Kohout were likewise good, al- 
though the latter was wasted in a 
nondescript role. 

“Sunday Costs Five Pesos,” a 
Mexican farce with fickle senoritas 


running about, was generally the 
best offering of the evening: Most 
of the comedy scored well with the 
viewers, proving a wise selection 
to close the show. 

Dave Kirk showed a definite flair 
for comedy with his wide-eyed 
reading of a scatterbrained wood- 
carver. His timing was for the 
most part perfect. Mary Ann 
Bushore, Sandra Six, Darla-Jean 
Rode, and Faye Olson were in for 
generally pleasing support. Direc- 
tor Lewis Heniford deserves praise 
for his fast pacing of the Josephina 
Nigegli play.
